The county’s first significant snowfall of the year occurred on Tuesday of last week, accompanied by bitter cold and 
closing schools until Monday of this week. About two and a half inches of snow blanketed Old Mill Park when this photo 
was taken, converting the park’s rock garden into a winter wonderland. City road crews worked throughout the night to 
insure that streets were cleared by Wednesday morning. The 100 miles or so of rural roads maintained by the county 
were reported cleared and passable within 24 hours of the initial onset of snow. But schools were dismissed again on 
Tuesday after rainfall overnight and a brief thaw left icy spots on some roads. A wintery mix of snow and freezing rain 
along with plummeting temperatures on Wednesday is expected to plunge the area into another deep freeze for the 
remainder of the week.

Politics As Usual

FRANKFORT — Give Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher at least credit for 
trying. He spent an hour last week 
campaigning for reelection before 
the House and Senate and a state- 
wide television audience. 

In his State of the Common- 
wealth speech, Fletcher claimed 
credit for everything but the sun 
rising in the east, something all 
governors do. He praised the 
bowl-winning football teams at 
the University of Kentucky and 
University of Louisville, again a 
genetic gubernatorial trait. And he 
offered up the opportunity for leg- 
islators to join him in the heady 
experience of spending hundreds 
of millions of the surplus tax dol- 
lars accumulating in the Treasury. 

And those same legislators 
quickly sent back the message 
they aren’t much interested. 

That’s because they were onto 
Fletcher’s game — reelection 
through reopening the 2006-2008 
state budget. 

The key element in Fletcher’s 
speech was how to spend the 
roughly $400 million budget 
“surplus.” (It’s a smoke-and-mir- 
rors thing. You can’t have a true, 
honest surplus when the state 
employee and teacher retirement 
systems are underfunded by $20 
billion or so and teachers’ health 
insurance is being paid with 
money borrowed from their own 
underfunded retirement system.) 

But it’s also money not antici- 
pated when the current budget 
was enacted last year when leg- 
islators specifically ordered that 
any excess revenue go either to 
the retirement systems or the 
state’s emergency “Rainy Day 
Fund.” 

That’s also too tempting an 
amount in a reelection campaign 
beset by all kinds of problems, so 
Fletcher wants to spend part of the 
excess revenue on college schol- 
arships for needy students, job 
training programs, a tax break for 
active-duty military personnel 
reservists, things that will impress 
voters going to the polls in May 
to decide Fletcher’s future. 

To his credit, Fletcher wants 
about half the excess revenue for 
the Rainy Day Fund and the re- 
tirement systems, and the General 
Assembly will give him those 
appropriations.

Legislators also will approve 
funding for $350 million in con- 
struction projects they put in the 
budget last year that Fletcher ve- 
toed, a veto that did not go over 
well with legislators, Republicans 
and Democrats alike. Those 
projects are to be financed either 
by borrowing over 20 years or 
with agency funds to retire the 
bonded debt. 

But legislative leaders — Re- 
publican and Democrat — made 
it known they aren’t the least bit 
interested in reopening the entire 
budget to accommodate the 
governor’s reelection campaign. 
Most of what Fletcher proposed 
can be put in the 2008-2010 bud- 
get the General Assembly will 
begin work on this time next year. 

(Left unsaid, of course, is that 
this time next year it is entirely 
possible a new governor will be 
making a State of the Common- 
wealth speech with a different set 
of spending priorities.) 

Those legislative leaders also 
understand that, with so many 
senators and representatives of 
both parties running for statewide 
office, including governor and 
lieutenant governor, reopening 
the entire $8 billion budget in this 
short legislative session raises the 
very real possibility of fiscal 
chaos. After all, if Lletcher can 
use the budget to run for reelec- 
tion, everyone else on the ballot 
will want the same privilege. 

Lletcher will get the $50 mil- 
lion for the retirement systems (a 
pittance to what is needed), the 
$150 million for the Rainy Day 
Lund, and the construction 
projects already approved by leg- 
islators. He also will get the mili- 
tary income tax elimination (look 
out for major voter registration 
drives outside the gates at Lort 
Knox and Lort Campbell and at 
every National Guard armory in 
the state). 

But the General Assembly 
won’t give him much more to use 
on the campaign trail. They might 
even pass a bipartisan prohibition 
on governors running for reelec- 
tion and their families from us- 
ing state tourism advertising dur- 
ing their campaigns. 

Still, Lletcher gave it a good 
try, and you can’t blame him for 
that.

NEWS & STUFF 
FROM THE PAST 

A couple of LVC readers pro- 
vided us with some old “news” 
from Courier editions of yester- 
year. Jerry Keeton of Cannel City 
brought in a 1961 issue he ran 
across while tearing down an old 
building. One of the lead stories 
was headlined Morgan May Be 
Opened To Hunt Deer Next Year. 
The story quoted the late Harold 
Barber of West Liberty that 
browse surveys he had conducted 
indicated “several herds of 10 or 
12 deer in the county.” Barber, 
who was the State Biologist with 
the Department of Lish and Wild- 
life Resources, was in charge of 
the department’s deer restocking 
efforts. This scribe can recall as 
if it were yesterday the first deer 
we ever encountered in the wild 
and the thrill it gave us. It was in 
the late 1950s or early 60s. Old 
Butch, who has long since de- 
parted for that great rabbit lot in 
the sky, ran a doe out of a thicket 
about where Doc Smith’s radio 
tower now stands in Neal Valley. 
It was a topic of conversation with 
everyone we encountered for sev- 
eral days. Now, there’s so many 
deer, you have to be extra careful 
you don’t hit one while driving. 

And Zelda DeLong of Mt. 
Sterling ran across the following 
bit of humor included by local 
historian Lynn Nickell in one of 
his past articles about another sig- 
nificant event in our county’s his- 
tory — the coming of REA. 

Nickell wrote: This article 
about the REA reminds me of a 
story about Jimmy Turner, an 
REA employee in the early days. 
Jimmy was sent to Breathitt 
County to collect a delinquent bill 
from an elderly couple. If he 
didn’t collect the bill he was in- 
structed to take the meter out. He 
went to the house of the old 
couple and told them he would 
have to collect or take out the 
meter. The old man’s wife kept 
pleading with Jimmy to leave the 
electric on because all the old man 
had to do was watch television. 
After arguing for some time, the 
old man said, “Maud, let him take 

the meter out, we’ll watch 

television by coal oil lamp!”

Kentucky Gov. Ernie Lletcher 
has unveiled his plan to improve 
the safety of social workers who 
sometimes come across danger- 
ous situations in the line of duty. 

Lletcher said the idea, which 
is supported by a number of law- 
makers, took root when he at- 
tended the funeral of Boni 
Lrederick, a social worker killed 
during a visitation last year. 

Calling the killing a tragedy, 
Lletcher said he hoped the legis- 
lation would mean that Lrederick 
didn’t “die in vain.” 

On the night of Oct. 15, 
Lrederick, who worked as an aide 
for the Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Lamily Services, took 
the son of Renee Terrell to her 
home for a scheduled visit. The 
son had been in the custody of the 
state. Lrederick was allegedly 
beaten and stabbed by Terrell and 
Christopher Wayne Luttrell. The 
two suspects stole jewelry and 
fled the state with the boy. They 
were captured three days later and 
are being held in the Henderson 
County Detention Center on mur- 
der, robbery, kidnapping and theft 
charges. 

The new legislation would cre- 
ate an on-going staff security 
committee that would look for 
new ways to protect social work- 
ers, provide criminal background 
checks on parents within one hour 
of a request, require staff to re- 
port and track any incidents of 
violence, hire more social work- 
ers and create supervised visita- 
tion sites where children in state 
custody can safely meet parents. 

State Rep. Tom Burch, D-Lou- 
isville, who introduced similar 
legislation during last year’s ses- 
sion, said the changes are needed 
to protect workers and children 
from the threat of violence. 

“These people are often threat- 
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ened in the line of duty,” Burch 
said. “This bill doesn’t answer all 
the needs, but it gets the ball roll- 
ing. We will pursue whatever the 
budget will allow.” 

Burch said he expects the bill 
will be heard on the floor of the 
House soon. 

State Sen. Daniel Mongiardo, 
D-Hazard, said the bill would 
fund 375 new social workers and 
would help make sure that em- 
ployees don’t go into a potential 
dangerous situation unaccompa- 
nied. 

“Many of these workers have 
been harassed and intimidated,” 
Mongiardo said. “It can become 
a critical situation in a moments 
notice.” 

Lor just such emergencies, the 
bill has a provision that would 
provide workers on home visits 
with a “panic button” device that 
would alert police immediately if 
the worker feels threatened. 

The Senate passed Senate Bill 
88 that makes physicians, con- 
sumers and Internet retailers ac- 
countable for any illegal activity 
in connection with the sale of pre- 
scription drugs over the World 
Wide Web. 

The passage earned Lletcher ’s 
praise. 

“I would like to applaud Sen. 
Robert Stivers (R-Manchester) 
and the entire Senate for their 
leadership and acknowledgement 
of this issue,” Lletcher said in a 
statement. “Together, we are 
sending the message that Ken- 
tucky is tough on drugs, and this 



bill advances our efforts to elimi- 
nate drug trafficking and sub- 
stance abuse in Kentucky.” 

If the House approves the bill, 
an in-person examination by a 
prescribing doctor would be re- 
quired before a patient is allowed 
to purchase prescription drugs 
over the Internet. Doctors who 
have no other connection to the 
patient other than an Internet 
questionnaire would also be pro- 
hibited from prescribing drugs to 
that patient. 

The bill would also streamline 
the state’s property forfeiture 
regulations to bring them in line 
with federal procedures. 

Lriday, the House took action 
and passed several items: 

• Approved HB 192 that is de- 
signed to combat a growing boll 
weevil problem. 

The sponsor of the bill, Lred 
Nesler, D-Mayfield, said the in- 
sect has become a threat to a 
growing cotton crop in western 
Kentucky and with passage of the 
bill, “We will eliminate the threat 
of boll weevils from our state.” 
The measure passed unanimously 
97-0; 

• Approved a resolution to cre- 
ate a task force to study all-ter- 
rain vehicle usage across the state. 
The measure passed 98-0; 

• Approved the appointment of 
Wayne Mattingly to the Kentucky 
Agriculture Development Board. 
Similar proposals to reappoint 
Wayne Hunt and Vickie Yates 
Brown to the board were also 
unanimously approved.

“We will be sending out the 
forms to parents to initiate this 
program,” Gold said. “This is a 
very positive program that aims 
to get students interested in their 
futures. The program’s goal is to 
help them see the connection be- 
tween strong academic perfor- 
mances and career choices - and 
hopefully prompt them to aspire 
to a higher academic standard.” 

In other business, the board 
took the following personnel ac- 
tions:

Board members also revisited 
a proposal introduced at its spe- 
cial meeting Jan. 29 by Morgan 
County High School Baseball 
Coach Brandon Evans to estab- 
lish a baseball team at Morgan 
County Middle School. 

“The board authorized MCMS 
to start a baseball program,” Gold 
said. “This age group previously 
played in the county Little League 
system, but the new team will be 
aligning with the MCHS baseball 
team.

The board amended this 
school year’s calendar to include 
Feb. 19 (President’s Day) as an 
instructional day due to inclem- 
ent weather. 

“We are planning on holding 
classes Feb. 19 because we have 
already missed 11 instructional 
days this year,” Gold said.

The board heard a request 
from MCHS teacher Stephanie 
Lacy to build a new greenhouse 
at the school to replace the cur- 
rent damaged greenhouse. 

“Those who maintain the 
greenhouse have experienced 
some problems as a result of the 
cold weather,” Gold said. “The 
furnace is out and some of the 
pipes froze and broke. They also 
lost some plants, and Stephanie 
asked that board consider build- 
ing a new greenhouse. We will try 
to put it in the budget for next 
year.” 

A trip to Sterling Lanes in Mt. 
Sterling was also approved for 
MCHS’s Project Prom group, as 
well as family medical leaves for 
teachers Wanda Hutchinson and 
Jennifer Pecco. 

Before adjournment, Board 
Chairman Marshall Jenkins dis- 
tributed forms for the 
superintendent’s evaluation, 
which will be completed in 
March.

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Bullying bill cleared by 



FRANKFORT — The House 
Education Committee last week 
approved a bill aimed at prevent- 
ing bullying in schools. 

House Bill 64, sponsored by 
Rep. Mike Cherry, D-Princeton, 
marks the fourth attempt to pass 
legislation requiring school dis- 
tricts to have anti-bullying poli- 
cies and procedures in place. 

The bill, which would prohibit 
harassment, intimidation or bul- 
lying of students in schools and 
require districts to investigate 
and respond to complaints, is 
similar to legislation passed by 
the House last year. 

Kentucky Center for School 
Safety executive director on 
Akers, who stated that bullying 
has changed over the decades, 
said the legislation should be 
passed this session. To make his 
point, he mentioned a recent case 
in Bullitt County where a female 
student committed suicide after 
being bullied repeatedly through 
e-mail. 

Akers, who was a school prin- 
cipal for over two decades, said 



cyberbullying — or bullying 
over the Internet — and bullying 
among girls is more of a prob- 
lem today than what he called the 
“old fashioned bullying” be- 
tween boys. 

This is something that is leav- 
ing too many young ladies scared 
to come to school,” he said. 

Some lawmakers questioned 
why the bill is necessary since 
most, if not all, of the state’s 175 
school districts have policies in 
place against disruptive and dis- 
orderly behavior, which can con- 
stitute bullying. 

Cherry said that even the dis- 
tricts with policies for disruptive 
behavior believe the legislation 
is needed. He said support for the 
bill by the Kentucky School 
Boards Association (KSBA) is 
proof of that. 

Alicia Sell, representing the 
KSBA, said the organization has 
worked with the districts to come 
up with one definition of bully- 
ing to make it less subjective. The 
legislation will also help districts 
and schools track student behav-

Bullying, harassment or in- 
timidation of other students and 
consequences of violating anti- 
bullying policies, including ex- 
pulsion and suspension, would be 
placed in a student’s disciplinary 
record and transferred with that 
student should he or she switch 
schools, Cherry said. 

Other provisions in the bill 
would require school districts to 
create a strategy for protecting 
students who report bullying 
from retaliation and create a pro- 
cess for annual discussion of the 
district’s behavioral code, along 
with consequences for violations, 
with students, parents and legal 
guardians. 

Teachers and other staff who 
work directly with students 
would be required to receive 
training on the code if funds are 
available, and the code would 
have to be included in district 
training manuals. 

Cases in which a student has 
been disciplined for violating a 
district anti-bullying policy three 
times in a semester or a student 
has been the object of such be- 
havior three or more times in a 
semester must be reported by 
school districts to the state De- 
partment of Education under the 
bill. That data and all student 
records related to harassment, 
intimidation or bullying would be 
confidential. Parents would also 
be able to inspect or challenge the 
records. 

According to Akers, some 
studies show that 60 to 70 per- 
cent of children have been bul- 
lied but only 20 percent report it.

A bill 
called the “Boni Bill” would 
commission a study with input 
form the community, social 
workers, parents and the Cabinet 
to create a healthier, safer and 
kinder environment for all in- 
volved. 

“This bill would also establish 
visitation centers, where parents 
could visit with their children re- 
moved because of abuse or ne- 
glect,” Rep. Stacy said. 

Another issue House Demo- 
crats will address is affordable 
long-term care legislation. A bill 
has been filed that would require 
long-term care insurers to file 
rates with the Office of Insur-

ance, which will have 60 days to 
rule whether to accept or reject 
the rates. 

“The rising cost of long-term 
care insurance premiums is a big 
problem for many Kentuckians 
trying to prepare for their future 
needs,” Rep.

House Democrats Tax Credit 
to Increase Live-Organ Donation 
legislation would provide a state 
tax credit worth up to $10,000 to 
those individuals who participate 
in a live-organ donation - giving 
a kidney, for example. 

“This bill would provide fi- 
nancial relief for those who have 
to pay out-of-pocket expenses 
while performing the generous 
act of donating an organ,” Rep.

tee. 

The Kentucky Family needs 
Trust Program would supplement 
public assistance given those 
who are disabled or otherwise 
eligible for services from the De- 
partment for Mental Health/Men- 
tal Retardation. 

“This bill is designed to make 
sure that privately donated 
money is spent in the best man-

Other bills House Democrats 
agenda include Mill Bill (would 
make it a felony to present 
fraudulent credentials when ap- 
plying for a job) and the HPV 
Cervical Cancer (HPV Vaccine) 
legislation which will call for the 
vaccination of young girls (with 
parental consent) for the virus 
that causes most cervical cancers.

Forest Service seeks

On Thursday, Feb. 15, two in- 
formational sessions will beheld 
at the Menifee County Public Li- 
brary in Frenchburg, Ky., begin- 
ning at 2 p.m. and 6 p.m. Each 
session will start with a presenta- 
tion about this process followed 
by an open house session to dis- 
cuss the Beaver Creek area in- 
cluding current condition of the 
vegetation, riparian areas, roads, 
trails, recreation facilities and 
other resources. 

In the past, the Forest Service 
has proposed resource manage- 
ment projects for an area and then 
asked for input from interested 
individuals and organizations. 
The Integrated Resource Man- 
agement Strategy provides an 
opportunity for those interested to 
be involved earlier in the process, 
prior to the development of 
project proposals. 

“We would like to strengthen 
our communication with indi- 
viduals interested in management 
activities on national forest 
lands,” District Ranger Dave 
Manner said. “We want to find 
out what people know about the

The Morgan County Conser- 
vation District will be accepting 
requests for cost share funding 
under the Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program beginning February 1 
and extending through February 
28, 2007. 

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program was in 1994 created by 
the Kentucky General Assembly 
to help agricultural and silvicul- 
ture operations protect the soil 
and water resources of the Com- 
monwealth. This financial and 
technical assistance program as- 
sists individual agriculture pro- 
ducers in the development and 
implementation of their agricul- 
ture water quality plans, which are 
required under state law. Any per- 
son engaged in agricultural or sil- 
viculture operations is eligible to 
apply through the local conserva- 
tion district, which oversees the 
installation of best management 
practices. The State Cost Share 
program gives a high priority to 
animal waste related problems 
and agricultural district partici- 
pants where pollution problems 
have been identified. The best 
management practices, approved 
through the State Cost Share Pro- 
gram, help reduce animal waste 
nutrients, prevent the loss of top- 
soil, and minimize sediment and 
other pollutants to Kentucky’s 
streams, rivers, lakes and ground- 
water supplies. Among the eigh- 
teen practices eligible under the 
State Cost Share Program, some 
of the most frequently installed 
practices are Agricultural Waste 
Control Facility, Heavy Use Area 
Protection, Rotational Grazing 
System Establishment, Stream 
Crossing, and Streambank Stabi- 
lization. Please contact your lo- 
cal conservation district office for 
details on all eligible practices. In 
the first twelve years of this pro- 
gram, the Division of Conserva- 
tion has received 21,465 applica- 
tions seeking $214 million in cost 
share assistance. Based on the 
available funds to the program in 
each of these years, 7,725 of those 
applications have been approved 
for a total of $82.5 million. 

Funding for practices will be 
approved by the Soil and Water 
Conservation Commission and 
the Kentucky Division of Conser- 
vation, located in Frankfort, as 
funds are available. Approved 
applicants will be notified in July 
of 2007 and they will have 12 
months to complete their practice.

I grew up in a very poor 
family. My parents and my five 
siblings squeezed into a 
singlewide trailer, doing the best 
we could to get by. When I was 
very young, I realized how 
economic policies affected my 
everyday life. I decided then to 
devote my life to becoming a 
voice for the low-income 
community. In 2000, 1 received a 
Pell Grant to attend Western 
Kentucky University, and I plan 
on becoming an advocate for the 
low-income community after my 
husband graduates from 
seminary. 

The Pell Grant that helped me 
afford to go to college is an 
example of why I believe in 
government. It makes sense that 
we open opportunities to people 
who can grow from them. It is our 
collective responsibility to do 
this, and we work through

government to fulfill that 
responsibility. 

So often, though, in the 
political arena, the true purpose 
of government gets lost. Already, 
we’re hearing about plans to 
outsource our children’s 
education to businesses, or to 
depend on casinos to share their 
profits to fund our state’s public 
structures. Can’t we do better 
than this? 

Government is part of civil 
society; it is the vehicle that all 
Kentuckians use to make this 
state what it needs to be. We fill 
our potholes, we educate our 
children, and we make sure that 
everyone has access to running 
water. We can’t do these things 
individually, but we congregate 
through government to 
collectively contribute to the 
common good. 

My experience with the Pell 
Grant also tells a story about why 
I’m worried about our state’s 
future. The grant started out as a 
great opportunity, but each year, 
the aid I received dwindled, not 
because my family was making 
more money, but because tuition 
was rising and the funding for 
grants was eroding. I paid my 
bills by going hungry toward the 
end of each month. Now my 
husband and I are trying to pay 
back all the loans. He’s in 
seminary, I’m working two jobs, 
and we’re still struggling. 



I know my story is not a unique 
one in this state. Over the last five 
years, our state government has 
endured $1 billion in budget cuts. 
Kentuckians are feeling the pinch 
because we all see that our state 
has not been moving forward. The 
Kentucky Science and 
Technology Corporation just 
released a study that found that it 
will take 153 years for Kentucky’s 
median household income to meet 
the national average. And despite 
the rhetoric about the importance 
of education, Kentucky leadership 
has failed to adequately fund our 
educational system. Governing 
Magazine ranks Kentucky 50th in 
per capita K-12 education 
funding. Just recently, Education 
Week released a study 
determining that because of high 
poverty rates and low investments 
in education, a child born in 
Kentucky is significantly less 
likely to succeed than children 
born in 40 other states. 

We the people — my friends, 
my family, and the people at my 
church — are worried about 
Kentucky’s future. We don’t need 
studies to tell us that things aren’t 
good here. But we know that with 
the right leadership, we can be a 
better state. We can invest in our 
public structures so that all 
Kentuckians have a chance to 
succeed. We’re looking for 
elected officials who see 
Kentucky’s reality squarely, and

Abandoned mine 
land program is 
reauthorized 

Just before its adjournment 
last year, the U.S. Congress 
reauthorized the Abandoned 
Mine Lands (AML) program. 

Reauthorization of the 
program has been a goal of 
Kentuckians for the 
Commonwealth and other 
coalfield citizens groups for 
many years. AML funds are used 
to reclaim abandoned and 
dangerous sites that were mined 
before 1977. 

AML funds can be used to 
bring public water lines to 
communities where the loss of 
groundwater supplies can be 
traced to pre-1977 mining. 

Kentucky has more than 
150,000 acres of abandoned and 
unreclaimed “high priority” sites 
that will cost an estimated $320 
million to fix, according to state 
officials. 

Under the new legislation, 
Kentucky is expected to get as 
much as $500 million for AML 
reclamation between now and 
2025. 

The AML program is funded 
by a per-ton fee on all coal mined. 



The fee of 35 cents for surface- 
mined coal and 15 cents on 
underground-mined coal will stay 
the same until 2008 when rates 
will fall slightly to 31.5 cents for 
surface-mined coal and to 13.5 
cents for underground-mined 
coal. 

Congress will use about 20 
percent of the AML funds to 
guarantee retirement benefits for 
52,000 retired coal miners, their 
spouses and widows.
